In an obscure village in the State of 
Vermont there lived an aged man friend- 


CHRISTIAN INT 
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less and without connections, for he was | 


one of the early settlers and came here 
alone. During the revolution he took 
up arms with the rebels aud gave his 
property for the benefit ofthe revolution- 
ary army. He endured all the priva- 
tions which characterized that struggle 
for liberty, he signalized himself in sev- 
eral battles and after the efforts of the 
friends of freedom were crowned with 
success, he retired to private life.

HE design of this Institution is to afford to those 

who are desirous of saving their money, but who 
have not acquired sufficient to purchase a share in the 
Banks or a sum in the public Stocks, the means of 
employing their money to advantage, without the risk 
of losing it, as they are too frequently expo-ed to do 
by lending it to indivicualx. It is intended to en 
courage the industrious and prudent, and to induce 
those who have not hitherto been such, to lessen their 
unnecesary expenses, and to save and Jay by some- 
thing for a period of life, when they will be less able 
to earn a support. 


The Institution will commence operation the THIRD 
Wepnespay oF Jury, 16th inst. The Office for 
the present will be kept in Gardiner in the brick 
building nearly opposite the Garriner Bank, where 
deposits will be received every Wednesday from 12 
o’clock at noon to 1 o’clock P.M. Deposits received 
on the first Wednesday of Ang. : next and previous 
thereto will be put upon interest from that day. De- 
posits received subsequently will draw interest from 
the first Wednesday of the succeeding quarter agreea- 
ble to the by-laws. 

Deposits as low as one dollar will be received ; 
and when any person’s deposits shall amount to five 
dollars they will be put upon interest. 


Twice every year, namely on the third Wednesda 
of every January and July, a dividend or payment wil! 
be made at the rate of four per cent. per annum on 
all deposits of three months standing. 


Although only four per cent. is promised every 
year, yet every fifth year all extra income which has 
not been divided and paid will then be divided among 
those whose deposits are of one year’s standing in just 
proportion to the length of time the money has been in 
according to the by-laws. 


It is intended that the concerns of the Institution 
shall be managed upon the most economical plan, and 
nothing will be deducted from the income but the actu- 
al expenses necessary to carry on the business, such as 
a moderate compensation to the Treasurer, room rent, 
and other small! incidental expenses. 


The TRostEFs will take no emolument or pay for 
their services, having undertaken the trust solely to 
promote the interests of those who may wish to be- 
come depositors; and no member of their body, nor 
any other officer of the Institution can ever be a bor- 
rower of its funds. 


No deposits can be withdrawn except on the third 
Wednesday of October, January, April, and July, but 
the Treasurer may pay any depositor who applies on 
any other Wednesday for his interest or Capital or 
any part thereof, if the money received that day be 
sufficient for the purpose ; and one weeks notice before 
the day of withdrawing must be given to the Treas- 
urer. 

The benefits of the Institution are not limited 1° 
any section, but are offered to the public generally: 
As no loans are to be made by this Institution on per* 
sonal security, it is plain that this affords a safer in- 
yestment for the depositors than lending to individuals. 


Monies may be deposited for the benefit of minors, 
and if so ordered at the time, cannot be withdrawn 
until they become of age. 


_ Those who do not choose to take their interest from 
time to time will have it added to their principal or 
sum put in, and shall be put upon interest after three 
months; thus they will get compound interest. 


The Treasurer, by the Act of incorporation is re* 
quired to ** give bond in such sum and with such sure; 
ties as the corporation shall think suitable.”
